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Brown’s budget proposal gives CSU a revenue boost 


The CSU would get 
an additional $250 
million in state 
support.

After years of cuts in state support, 
Gov. Jerry Brown unveiled a budget pro- 
posal this month that tacked on an addi- 
tional $250 million for the cash-strapped 
Cal State University system budget. 

The quarter-billion boost does not 
meet the $371.9 million that the CSU 
requested from the state in addition to 
its current baseline budget. However, 
CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said the 
proposal is a “positive step toward rein- 
vestment” and a change from “the sev- 
eral years that we were talking about 
cuts and losses in revenue.” 

“We appreciate the governor’s rec- 
ognition that California will benefit 
from the investment of state funds into 
higher education,’ CSU Chancellor 
Timothy P. White said in a statement. 

Half of the increase, $125.1 million, 
is designated for instructional pro- 
grams, while the other half is a product 
of the tuition buyout deal between the 
CSU and the state. 

In 2012, the CSU made a deal with 
the state to refund students the 9 per- 


cent tuition increase the CSU Board of 
Trustees approved in November 2011. 
Pending the results of Proposition 30, 
the state promised to provide an extra 
$125 million in state funding to the 
CSU budget in 2013-14. 

Prop. 30, which increased Califor- 
nia’s tax rates including the state’s sales 
tax by a quarter-cent and income tax 
rates for individuals earning more than

$250,000 a year, went into effect Jan. 1. 
In turn, Brown’s proposal has met the 
state’s end of the deal by providing the 
promised $125 million. 

California State Student Associa- 
tion President David Allison said the 
governor’s budget is “a step in the right 
direction.” 

“My personal thoughts are that I 
would like to commend Governor 
Brown for keeping his word in regards 
to Proposition 30 ...” Allison said. 


“However, [CSSA] would like to urge 
the governor to keep the state Senate 
and Assembly to continue reinvesting 
in the CSU and seek ways to fully fund 
higher education...” 

As part of the collective $2.2 billion 
allocated in the budget to the CSU, $10 
million has been directed to address 
“bottleneck courses” — courses that 
are in high demand and fill up quickly 
— through the use of technology. 

This month the CSU -launched its 
online degree completion program, Cal 
State Online. The first group in the pro- 
gram will consist of students who have 
already earned some college credit and 
want to complete their degree but can- 
not attend a campus. 

The first program offered through 
Cal State Online is a bachelor’s degree 
completion program in business ad- 
ministration, taught by Cal State Ful- 
lerton faculty. : 

Fallis said such allocations toward 
opening up classes through use of tech- 
nology may not just point to Cal State 
Online. The. CSU offers a number of 
technological and online initiatives. 

“What happens in the budget pro- 
cess is that the state indicates that they 
wanted things funded in a certain way,” 
Fallis said. “It looks like the governor’s 
budget is suggesting additional offerings 
be made with our bottleneck classes.” 

The May budget revision is the next 
major indicator of where state support for 
the CSU is headed, according to Fallis. 

The governor’s budget proposal also

San Diego State University offers 
campus shooting survival trainin 


Training will be - 
required for all SDSU 
incoming freshman 

by next year.

San Diego State is going on the of- 
fensive, combatting possible future 
threats from campus shootings by 
hosting a variety of free safety work- 
shops. 

On Jan. 7 and 8, SDSU hosted an 
Active Shooter Response Training 
Certificate Program that attracted 
students, faculty and members of the 
Southern California community, ac- 
cording to SDSU Media Relations 
Manager Beth Chee. 


During the event, participants 
practiced the Alert, Lockdown, 
Inform, _ Counter and Escape 
[A.L.LC.E.] Program when faced 
with actors who posed as armed 
gunmen and active shooters, accord- 
ing to Chee. 

“The idea is to talk through differ- 
ent situations you may be in and ... 
ways to respond,” Chee said. “[SDSU] 
held the workshop to certify people for 
A.L.1.C.E. training.” 

According to Chee, survival train- 
ing will be mandatory for all incoming 
freshmen, beginning fall 2013. 

SDSU__ Police Captain and 
A.L.LC.E. instructor Lamine Secka 
said that many of the event’s partici- 
pants had no prior knowledge on how 
to deal with active-shooter situations. 

“We’re not teaching how to go after 
bad guys,” Secka said. “We’re teach- 
ing how to call for help and increase 
survivability.” 


According to Secka, the volunteers 


re-enacted active shooting scenarios 
several times. 


After each scenario, the volunteers 


were presented with more vital infor- 
mation, Secka said. 

The survival rate increased by the 
end of training, according to Secka, 
thanks to students hearing radio an- 
nouncements and receiving text mes- 
sages about active shooters on cam- 
pus. 

For some students, like Cal State 
Long Beach sophomore business ma- 
jor and Resident Assistant Amanda 
Viselli, the idea of active-shooter re- 
sponse training is well intentioned. 

“Being an RA ... we learn to deal 
with situations such as this,” Viselli 
said. “No matter where you are ... be- 
ing knowledgeable about how to react 
to this kind of situation could save

calls for cits in administrative costs as 
well as a unit cap, charging those that 
exceed the cap. Under the proposal, 
students taking more than 150 percent 
of the units needed to complete most 
degrees would be charged. 

The CSU has seen a cut of about $1 


billion in state support since 2007-08. 
In the same time frame, tuition has 
risen by 97 percent. According to Fal- 
lis, the Board is not looking to raise tu- 
ition and fees for now, and will discuss 
the budget proposal at its next meeting, 
held today and Wednesday.

Students from Cal State Long 
Beach will soon be riding airwaves 
after the hard launch of KBEACH 88.1 
FM HD-3 on Feb, 13. 

KBEACH’s switch from online to 
FM HD marks the first time a student- 
run station has gone live in 38 years, 
according to Associated Student’s Inc. 
Communications Coordinator Chris- 
tina Esparza. 

Supported and funded by ASI, 


‘“KBEACH FM HD-3 will give stu- 


dents the chance to compete with LA 
radio stations, including rock station 
KROQ and pop-based station KISS, 
KBEACH radio advisor Danny Lemos 
said. 

“(The FM HD station] allows us to 
really get close to the real broadcast- 
ing responsibilities and experience,” 
Lemos said. “And really, on a resume 
that you were on FM in Los Angeles is 
a big deal.” 

The station can be heard throughout 
the LA basin, from Mission Viejo to 
Oxnard Valley, by anyone who owns 
an HD radio. The addition of an FM 
HD station has even spurred talks of a 
new digital media department on cam- 
pus, Lemos said. 

“Right now it’s just a dream,” he 
said. “We have been looking into it, and 
we know there’s a lot of hurdles [like] 
staff, budget, accreditation. So we are 
talking about a good road.” 

University of California, Los An- 
geles had the last student-run station, 
called KLA, with a low-power FM 
that only reached a three-mile radius, 
Esparza said. The station had to transi- 
tion to an online-only format because 
they were removed from the air by the 
Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC) in 1999, according to the KLA

website. 

Under the new contract that the on 
campus jazz station KJZZ signed, 
KBEACH gets a portion of the KJZZ 
HD signal, Lemos said. KJZZ is divid- 
ed into three HD signals, HD-1, HD-2 
and HD-3. 

“HD-1 rebroadcasts material from 
KJZZ in HD,” Lemos said. “HD-2 is 
additional material from KJZZ. We 
have HD-3, which allows us to broad- 
cast an entirely different programing 
from the FM signal.” 

KBEACH currently broadcasts all 
student material online at kbeach.org. 
However, all student programing from 


kbeach.org that fits radio criteria will 
air on the FM station after 4 p.m. on 
Feb. 13, Lemos said. 

“We will produce separate program- 
ming for the FM, and we will also 
repurpose programs,” he said. “So, stu- 
dents will have something to shoot for.” 

Senior communications major and 
recently appointed: KBEACH Program 
Manager Eduardo Pineda, who hosts 
the show Lous M: Ferre on Wednesday 
nights from 5 to 6 p.m., said that the FM 
station launch will be massive. 

“We are going to be heard by a larger 
demographic,” Pineda, who has been 
performing rap music since he was 14 
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years old, said. “I have a lot of music 
in mind. It’s different than what is on 
the radio ... [current radio] becomes 
redundant; there’s nothing fresh.” 

A ‘special committee determines 
whether or not a program is worthy to 
be aired live, Lemos said. Students who 
would like to broadcast on the FM HD 
station must go through a workshop at 
KBEACH and send in a one-hour sam- 
ple program as an audition. 

Workshops are open to the public, 
but the FM HD station is strictly for 
student or faculty use, according to 
Lemos. It will act as a practice ground 
for those who want to have a career in 
radio by giving students real-life expe- 
rience in the field. 

“The FM signal, since it’s [a] non- 
commercial free-air signal, it’s gov- 
erned by the FCC,” Lemos said. “The 
internet isn’t because it doesn’t transfer 
over to the free air.” 

Recently appointed KBEACH Gen- 
eral Manager and junior communica- 
tions major Evan Dixon said the extra 
responsibilities that come with the FM 
HD station, like following the rules set 
by the FCC and sponsor promotion, 
will give students more motivation 
when producing programs. 

“It forces us to step up our game,” 
Dixon, who has been working with 
KBEACH for three. years, said. 
“There’s been this sort of air in the past 
that you just come in and get a show ... 
I hope in the process, we will weed out 
those who aren’t dedicated.” 

The FM HD station will be incor- 
porated into journalism professor 
John Shrader’s radio broadcasting 
class, Journalism 382. Students in the 
class will produce a one-hour program 
each week, which will be broadcast on 
kbeach.org. 

“It’s wonderful for students to hear 
themselves and for their family to hear 
them over the air,” Shrader said. “Our 
mission on campus is to give students 
... a hands-on experience.” 

Students and faculty are encouraged to 
attend workshops at KBEACH studios, 
which is located on the first level of the 
University Student Union. A full schedule 
of workshops is listed on www.kbeach. 
org as well as www.orgsync.com. 
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your life and others’.” 

In response to recent active shoot- 
ing events, CSULB President F. King 
Alexander said the campus will make 
resources available so that students can 
learn more about how to protect them- 
selves from those situations. 


“We have identified a six-minute 
video that we are going to make avail- 
able to as many individuals [or] groups 
as possible,” Alexander said via email. 
“We also are planning for our campus 
police to do as many informational 
group visits as possible.” 

Alexander sent the video to students 
via email on Thursday, saying in the 
email that “it is vitally important that 

_... [students] take a moment to learn 


what [they] could do to protect [them- 
selves].” 

For students like sophomore micro- 
biology major Brittany Daws, watching 
a video would help students learn about 
active shooters. 

“The odds of [a school shooting] 
happening, especially at CSULB ... is 
not significant enough ... to take such 
dramatic caution,” Daws said. “I think 
watching a video would be sufficient 


enough.” 

According to Cal State University 
Spokesman Erik Fallis, the CSU has 
campus-based initiatives to help deal 
with active-shooter situations. 

“The CSU requires that [campus] po- 
lice go through [active-shooter] train- 
ing annually,” Fallis said. 

Fallis added that it is up to each cam- 
pus to make active-shooter training 
mandatory for students and staff. 


Face of Manti 
Te’o’s cyber 
girlfriend 

is CSULB 
alumna

The story of Notre Dame line- 
backer Manti Te’o’s fabricated girl- 
friend has links to Cal State Long 
Beach. It turns out her face belongs 
to an alumna. 

Inside Edition has identified 
CSULB alumna Diane O’Meara 
as the face of Lennay Kekua, the 
leukemia-stricken girlfriend of Te’o. 
O’Meara, whose picture was al- 
legedly stolen and placed on social 
media sites under Kekua’s name, re- 
ceived a bachelor’s of science degree 
from CSULB in business administra- 
tion. O’Meara did not respond to the 
Daily 49er’s requests for comment. 

Te’o’s tragic story started to un- 
ravel when Deadspin first exposed 
the true identity behind his girl- 
friend — being that there wasn’t 
one. Kekua served as a narrative be- 
hind Te’o’s senior season as he led 
his team to the BCS National Cham- 
pionship Game while battling per- 
sonal tragedy, namely the death of 
both his grandmother and girlfriend 
in September. The couple suppos- 
edly met online through Twitter, 
and regularly communicated with 
each other through social network- 
ing websites and via telephone. 

After his supposed girlfriend’s 
death, Te’o received a phone call 
in late December from the same 
number — and same voice — that 
belonged to Kekua, though he and 
Notre Dame administration did 
not speak about the matter until 
Wednesday. 

Now, the Heisman Trophy run- 
ner-up is saying he is the victim of 
an Internet hoax. 

“This is incredibly embarrassing to 
talk about, but over an extended riod 
of time, I developed an emotional 
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relationship with a woman | met 
online,” Te’o said in a state- 

ment released Wednesday. “We 
maintained what I thought to be an 
authentic relationship by communi- 
cating frequently online and on the 
phone, and I grew to care deeply 
about her.” 

The Deadspin story points to 
Ronaiah Tuiasosopo from Antelope 
Valley as the fabricator of Kekua. 
According to the report, Tuia- 
sosopo and O’Meara were once 
classmates. 

Te’o told ESPN’s Jeremy Schaap 
that two men and one woman are: 
responsible for the hoax, and he and 
his family agreed to be interviewed 
by Katie Couric on Thursday.

After a push from students and As- 
sociated Students Inc. parties, the Uni- 
versity Library is now opening its doors 
at 6:45 a.m. instead of 7:45 a.m. 

The idea to roll back the University 


Library’s opening time by an hour was - | 


spearheaded by ASI Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs Allison Bretall and later 
aided by ASI Senator-at-Large Brandon 
White. The change will give students 
with early morning classes enough 
time to squeeze in last-minute studying 
and print homework or notes for their 
courses, White said. 

The potential benefit of an earlier 
opening time for students with 8 a.m. 
classes was the main reason extended 
hours were pursued, according to 
White. The popularity of the library’s 
extended finals week hours served as 
additional inspiration. 

“We wanted to get the library open 
so students could do whatever they 
need to do for morning class,” White 
said, noting that there are hundreds 
of 8 a.m. classes every week spaced 
throughout campus. - 

A sharp decrease of $700,000 in 
funding this last fiscal year left the 
University Library with less resources 
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Freshman mechanical engineering major Jared Chafetz said he thinks the University Library's 
extended hours will be “more convenient” for his schedule. 


for library materials, according to the 
CSULB website. To make up the differ- 
ence, subscriptions to journals with low 
or no usage were dropped, and a change 
in storage procedures for remaining 
journals and sources was enacted. 
Initially, White said a tightened Uni- 
versity Library budget was a concern, 
and he wasn’t sure if the idea was finan- 
cially feasible. However, White said he 
was told that rearranging shifts would be 


the main operational obstacle. Adminis- 
tration was ready and willing to work 
with ASI though, and University Library 
officials worked out the new hours. 

“We are very excited to be extending 
the library’s building hours by one hour 
in the morning,” Associate Dean of the 
University Library Tracy Mayfield said. 

The new hours were a “student-led 
operational change,” and prior to re- 
quests from ASI, students working on a 


class project had contacted Mayfield in- 
quiring about the same thing, she said. 

“We were first contacted by Nick 
Jensen, a student in an English techni- 
cal writing course whose group project 
was to investigate opening the library 
at 7:30 a.m.,” she said. 

White said that the new University 
Library hours are part of a larger plan to 
keep the library open to students both 
earlier in the morning and later at night. 
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There are so many factors that come into play 
when it comes to tragedies like the Newtown 
massacre.

_ The massacres that have taken place through- 
out the past few decades have always sparked 
debate on what can be done to fix the problem | 
of unnecessary loss 
of life. The debate 
of whether stricter 
gun control laws will 
‘ change things always 
bubbles up in heated conversations. 

President Barack Obama and his administra- 
tion are taking steps to boost America’s gun 
control policy in the wake of the Newtown 
shootings. Stricter background checks and a 
ban on assault weapons are just a few proposals 
Obama would like to have discussed in Con- 
gress in an attempt to curb the loss of American 
lives. 

Like the rest of our country, the Daily 49er 
editorial board is split on what needs.to be done 
about guns in our country. Well, it is not even 
really a split; it’s more of a mixture of thoughts.

“Zero Dark Thirty” exposes torture instead of advocating it 


“Zero Dark Thirty,” the compelling new drama 
detailing the U.S. government’s manhunt to 
locate and capture Osama bin Laden, is getting 
a great deal of notoriety; albeit, for all the wrong 
reasons. : 

The film, directed by Oscar-winner Kathryn 
Bigelow, is accused by some of taking a “pro- 
torture” stance due to the inclusion of numerqus 
torture scenes in the first half-hour of the film. 

While Bigelow has never come out in support 
of torture, there are some who believe that she 
included those scenes to suggest that torture led — 


to bin Laden’s capture. Some, like Frank Bruni of _ 


the New York Times, claim that “No waterboard- 
ing, no Bin Laden: that’s what “Zero Dark Thirty’ 
appears to suggest.” 
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Other critics, like Peter Bergen of CNN, say 
that “Zero Dark Thirty” could “give its likely 
audience ... the misleading picture that coercive 
interrogation techniques used by the CIA on 
Al-Qaeda detainees were essential to finding bin 
Laden.” 

While I do not agree with 
the concept-of torture, I 
actually applaud Bigelow for 
incorporating the gut-wrench- 
ing scenes in “Zero Dark Thirty.” 

Bigelow’s message, as described in her open 
letter to the Los Angeles Times, was to include 
the torture scenes to show that “‘war, obviously, 
isn’t pretty ... and’we were not interested in 
portraying this military action as free of moral 
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consequences.” 

Bigelow’s inclusion of torture helps show 
how barbaric, vile and reprehensible the human 
race can actually be. The cruelties of torture are 
merely explored and detailed in this film, not 
recommended or praised. 

In her letter, Bigelow sug- 
gested that those opposed to 
torture should complain to 
those who actually performed 
it, rather than the film that helped shed light on 
the horrible travesties. 

While I acknowledge that the film could have 
been better suited as a documentary or a book, I 
find no fault in the profound questions it raises. 

Questions of “Is torture ethical?” and “How do 
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we hold onto our morals'while in war?” are ones 
that desperately need to be asked. “Zero Dark 
Thirty” does that, although I find the rest of the 
film wholly boring and uninspiring. 

It is unclear, and likely will be for a very long 
time, as to how many prisoners were tortured 
by Americans and what exact information was 
extracted. 

When viewing the film, I believe that audienc- 
es will understand more of Bigelow’s message: 
that war is hell, and no one involved can escape 
its profound implications. 

If audiences can’t understand that, then “Zero 
Dark Thirty” will likely continue as a lightning 
rod for controversy, something wholly unsubstan- 
tiated. : 
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Baseball’s Hall of Fame was right to not induct steroid users 


The first wave of steroid users became eligible 
for baseball’s Hall of Fame this year, and the 
Baseball Writers Association of America made 
the right decision by not inducting any of them. 

Barry Bonds, Sammy Sosa and. Roger Clemens 
were all passed over in spite of their statistical 
achievements because of their links to steroid 
use. Unfortunately, their mere eligibility ruined 
the chances of clean stars like Craig Biggio to 
enter the Hall. 

As the MLB does its best to completely move 
on from the steroid era on the field, the off-field 
questions aie alive as ever. 

Does baseball’s all-time and single-season 
home run king deserve to be in the Hall of Fame, 
even if he was on steroids? Bonds was a regular 
on the National League All-Star team and won 
three Most Valuable Player awards before his 


muscles ballooned. If any cheater belongs in the 
Hall, it’s him, right? 

Wrong. It’s interesting that the iconic player of 
the steroid era was also perhaps the most natu- 
rally gifted, but Bonds should have (and likely 
could have) relied on just his talent and hard work 
to be inducted. 

Instead, it looks as if 
he and all other steroid 
users will be left out 
of Cooperstown. This 
move was the correct one for the Baseball Writers 
Association of America (BWAA) to make, but 
the 30 percent or so of writers that did vote for 
steroid users had a part in keeping deserving 
candidates like Biggio and Jeff Bagwell out. 

Biggio, who is one of just 28 players to get 
3,000 career hits, fell just 6.8 percent short of the

75 percent of votes he needed to be inducted. The 
only other players with 3,000 hits not included in 
the Hall are Rafael Palmeiro, a steroid user, and 
Pete Rose, who has been banned from baseball 
for gambling on the sport. 

During a time when people who actually 
altered the outcomes of games by ar- 
tificially improving their abilities are 
the center of attention, it seems rather 
ridiculous that Rose, who was betting 
that his own team would win, is still 
banned from the Hall of Fame. 

The all-time hits leader isn’t in the Hall of 
Fame because he was so confident that his team 
would win that he put money on it. That doesn’t 
seem like a justified punishment for somebody 
who once said, “I would walk through hell ina 
gasoline suit to play baseball again.” 


The Rose debate has gone on for years, and 
it appears that the steroid users debate will as 
well. j 
Fifteen years from now, when Bonds, 
Clemens and Sosa are all in their final year of 
eligibility for the Hall, will their steroid usage 
still be a major issue? The answer right now 
seems to be an obvious “yes,” but a lot can 
change in 15 years. In 1998, iPhones didn’t 
exist, gas prices hovered around $1 per gallon, 
and the search engine company (Google) I just 
used to find that out was in its first year of 
incorporation. 

Steroids may not even be relevant in 2028, 
but they are right now. And right now, the 
BWAA has correctly decided that Hall of Fame 
shall remain clean. We’ll see what it decides 
next year. 


“Catfish” is being overused by media in coverage of Manti Teo 


After the release of the addictive documentary- 
turned-TV series “Catfish,” the name of what 
once instilled an image of mucky rivers and 
whiskered fish has now become a term associated 
with individuals who instigate false relationships 
online, often with complete strangers. 

The name of what once was defined by Webster’s 
Dictionary as “an order (Siluriformes) of chiefly 
freshwater stout-bodied scaleless bony fishes having 
long tactile barbells” has become a thing.

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‘Niners conquer Titans in road rivalry game | coor 


LBSU leaves Titan Gym 
with a win for the first 
time in four years.

Much to the dismay of 2,013 fans 
who often sounded more like 5,000, 
the Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team ended its three-year losing streak 
at Titan Gym after a back-and-forth 
contest Saturday night. 

Propelled by a monster second-half 
performance by James Ennis, the ‘Nin- 
ers (10-8, 6-1 Big West Conference) de- 
feated Cal State Fullerton (10-8, 3-3 Big 
West), 81-71, for a fifth straight victory. 

Ennis scored 19 of his game-high 
23 points and grabbed nine of his 11 
rebounds after the break, extending 
his streak of double-digit scoring to 23 
games in the process. The double-dou- 
ble was his third of the season. 

The senior guard shot 6-of-12 from 
the field and 11-of-12 from the free- 
throw line on the night. He produced 
another highlight-reel dunk on a lob 
from junior guard Keala King that put 
the 49ers up 74-68 with less than three 
minutes to play. 

It would have only been the second- 
most electrifying play of the evening had a 
thunderous one-handed tomahawk throw- 
down on which Ennis elevated completely 
over the defender (a jam easily worthy 
Sportscenter’s “Top 10”) not been waived 
off by a questionable charging call. 

The Beach fared well enough with- 
out the dunk though, as it held off a 
small Fullerton run midway through 
the second half. 

“Everybody stayed together,’ Ennis 
said. “We just listened to coach and 
just went with the flow and what he had 
planned for us.” 

In a game that featured eight ties and 
16 lead changes, one of the biggest fac- 
tors in the win was the 49er defense, 
which held the nation’s third most potent 
scoring attack (82.8 points per game) to 
11.8 points under its average. The Titans 
shot just 39.1 percent from the field and 
were a woeful 5-of-24 (20.8 percent) 
from beyond the 3-point line. 

King tallied a double-double of his 
own with 12 points and 11 boards to go

Women’s basketball team splits close conference games 


The 49ers defeat Cal 
State Fullerton after 
losing to UC Riverside.

After being on the losing end of a close 
contest with UC Riverside on Thursday, 
the Long Beach State women’s basketball 
team bested Cal State Fullerton in a come- 
from-behind win two days later. 

The 49ers (10-8, 3-3 Big West Confer- 
ence) had to come back from a deficit that 
was once as large as 12 points but out- 
scored the Titans (7-10, 2-3 Big West) by 
14 in the final five minutes and won 45-39. 

In Thursday’s game against Riverside 
(9-7, 2-3 Big West), LBSU got out to an 
early lead but shot poorly the rest of the 
game and ultimately paid for it. The High- 
landers’ Tre’Shonti Nottingham sank a 


game-winning free throw with two sec- 
onds left to defeat The Beach 50-49. 

Head coach Jody Wynn said the come- 
back against Fullerton was “very impor- 
tant” given the team’s loss to Riverside

earlier in the week. : 

“We needed to get a little bit of our 
confidence back,” she said. “Our goal 
is always to protect our home court. We 
couldn’t sulk on [Thursday’s loss], and we 


had to figure out how to win tonight” 

The ‘Niners made winning difficult 
on themselves by turning the ball over 23 
times and shooting an uninspiring 36.4 
percent from the field. They had some help 
though, as the Titans had 22 turnovers of 
their own and shot a miserable 19 percent. 

Leading LBSU was Devin Hudson, 
who recorded a double-double with 17 
points and 14 rebounds. She and Lauren 
Spargo (11) were the only 49ers to score in 
double figures. 

“Devin [Hudson] played like a woman 
tonight,’ Wynn said. “She’s big on the 
boards and made a lot of big plays.” 

Hudson, however, is still growing into 
her role as a leading scorer. 

“J don’t care about scoring as much,” 
she said. “I always think rebound first, so 
me scoring is still kind of new.” 

At a critical point in the 49ers’ come- 
back, Hudson was temporarily relieved 
of her duty as the go-to scorer. With 
3:13 remaining in the second half and 
down by three, LBSU inbounded the 
ball with two seconds left on the shot

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The meaning of SDSU's return to the Mountain West

ong Beach State fans can 
breathe a sigh of relief — the 
49ers will continue to win 
conference titles. —_ 

San Diego State, which fields teams 
ranked nationally across multiple 
sports, will reportedly rejoin the 
Mountain West Conference after 
briefly being set to break off and join 
the Big East Conference in football 
and the Big West Conference in all 
other sports this summer. 

In the short term, this failed confer- 
ence realignment helps LBSU, as the 
Aztecs consistently produce high- 


quality teams in sports that the 49ers 
have been succeeding in, including 
men’s basketball. Without SDSU in 
the mix, the 49ers can continue their 
recent success without having to over- 
come a national power in the Aztecs. 

That being said, any coach or 
administrator in the Big West will 
express disappointment that SDSU 
will not join the conference in the near 
future. The addition of such a strong 
athletics program was seen to be a big 
step forward for the Big West, a con- 
ference that has been making a clear 
effort to grow with the recent addition 
of Hawaii. Boise State had also agreed 
to join the Big West in non-football 
sports before rejoining the Mountain 
West in November. 

FOX Sports is likely another disap- 


pointed party, as the network agreed to 
a multi-million dollar television deal 
with the Big West earlier this year that 
had SDSU in its coverage plans. The 
number of televised events was to be 
expanded by 60 percent from 2012-13 
to 2013-14 in order to accommodate 


- the additions of Boise State and SDSU. 


Whether the pair’s return to the Moun- 
tain West has an affect on the TV deal 
is not known at this point. 

What is known is that the Big East’s 
failures led Boise State and SDSU to 
change their minds about realignment, 
and the Big West was hurt in the pro- 
cess. The Broncos and ‘Aztecs broke 
off from the Mountain West almost 
entirely for football reasons and to 
make plans outside the Mountain West 
for other sports. The Big West became 


the beneficiary, but those benefits now 
appear to have been short-lived. 
While it certainly would have been 
exciting to welcome the Aztecs to the 
Big West this summer, LBSU has a 
much easier chance to win conference 
titles and enter postseason tourna- 
ments than it does with SDSU to com- 


pete with. It is highly unlikely that the . 


49ers would have been favored to win 
the Big West title in men’s basketball, 
women’s soccer or softball in 2012 if 
SDSU was also a member. 

For now, it looks as if the Big West 
and LBSU will have to grow without 
the Aztecs. But with college football 
sparking constant conference realign- 
ment, the Big West may not have to 
wait too long before another expansion 
opportunity presents itself. 
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clock. The plan was to set a screen and 
pass the ball inside for Hudson to get 
the layup, but things didn’t work out 
that way. Instead, the 49ers were forced 
to pass outside to Spatgo, who nailed 
a game-tying three from well beyond 
the arc. ; 

“Right when I got it, | was like, 
I’m going to let this fly now,” Spargo 
said. “That was the biggest shot of my 
[LBSU career] for sure.” 

Spargo hit another 3-pointer not 
too long after to put The Beach ahead. 
With 1:40 left on the clock, all that was 


left for the “Niners to do was play de- 
fense. They limited the Titans and their 
top scorer, Alex Thomas, to just a free 
throw in that span, and took the win. 

Thomas, who scored Fullerton’s first 
ten points of the game, led all scorers 
with a career-high 20 points. 

Thursday night’s game was nearly a 
mirror image of Saturday’s, as the 49ers 
were the ones dealing with a comeback. 

The ‘Niners led 24-11 with five min- 
utes left in the first half, but the High- 
landers closed the half on a 13-2 run. 

“We lost focus,” Wynn said. “I think 
we got excited and thought we were go- 
ing to be able to outscore them.” 

The Beach knocked down three 
3-pointers by the midway point of the

first half, but connected on just one the 
rest of the way. The 49ers shot a dismal 
1 of 16 from distance in the second half. 

“This is the best shooting team 
we’ve ever coached here,” Wynn said.

Despite shooting 24.6 percent from 
the field for the game, the 49ers led 
most of the way. Riverside did not hold 
its first lead until Taylor Wallace put 
the Highlanders ahead, 31-29, at the 
12:37 mark of the second half. 

The teams exchanged baskets for the 
next ten minutes or so, and the game 
eventually came down to a critical se- 
quence of plays in the-final 30 seconds. 

Trailing 49-47 with just 25 seconds 


to play, the 49ers decided that they 
were going to live or die with Hudson.
